There is a lot of discussion in N ebrask a 
about federal aid for a variety of purposes 
and a great deal of the popular feeling is 
against federal aid. 
There are some who 
don’t want federal aid on any basis and 
some who will lak e it if the other states are 
getting ik but would prefer to do away with 
it for everyone. 


We are familiar with the argument in 
behalf of such positions and feel that they 
have been well enough 
and often enough ex ­ 
plained so there is no 
need to repeat them. 
Rut there are thoughts 
on the other side of the fence that are also 
worthy of consideration. 
The 
Interstate 
( ’leanng House on Mental Health of the 
Council of State Governments has pre­ 
sented certain information in connection 
with the mental health facilities of 12 mid- 
western states. Some of these figures have 
an im porlanl bearing on federal aid in 
general. 


The 12 stales inv o lv ed are Illino is, In­ 
diana, Io wa, Kansas, Michigan, Minneso ta, 
Misso uri, Nebraska, No rth Dako ta. Ohio , 
So uth Dako ta and Wisco nsin. Out o f the 1 2, 
Nebraska ranks 1 0th In per cent o f V . S. 
po pulatio n, per capita perso nal Inro me, per 
cent o f V S . inco me and to tal stale general 
ex penditures. 


If all the 48 state.s of the Union were equal 
In all things, each would have 2 09 per cent 
or slightly more of the total of any single 
product or item. 
They would each, for in­ 
stance. have 2 09 per cent of the population 
but .Nebrask a has only 0.9 per cent. 


cent fo r Ohio and 4 .7 per cent fo r Michigan. 
Of the 12 states studied, o nly No rth and 
So uth Dako ta ranked lo wer than Nebraska 
in any o f the fo ur mentio ned catego ries. 


It should be cAidenl to anyone from thi.s 
that iN'ebrask a is at a certain disadvantage 
over other states, then, when it comes to 
providing services for Us citizens. How, for 
instance, can Nebrask a provide educational 
opportunities on a par with Illinois when 
that state has a f>c‘r capita income of 12,.183 
com pared with N ebrask a’s II ,.*>88? 
One equalized in the picture Is federal aid, 
derived prim arily from income tax es. The.se 
tax e.s, in turn, come from the states basical­ 
ly in accordance with per capita earnings. 
Thus, on an individual basis, $1,000 in fed­ 
eral aid would be m ade up of approx im ately 
$.39 0 from a N ebrask an and 1^10 from an 
Illinoisan.

Thus, federal aid can help equalize this In­ 
co m e po tential disparity between states. 
Of eour.se, it needn’t he said that this is a 
situation of which the higher income indi­ 
viduals in Nebrask a are well aware.

Ke.source.s for the Future. Inc., of Wash- 
Ington, D.C.. has published a statistical 
study of outdoor recreational availability 
and needs throughout the counfly. In a pre­ 
view* of the publication, the organization 
m ak es .some jwints which are worth con- 
iidering by any state and municipality. 
The study gives four factors in the em er­ 
gence of recreation as a m ajor economic 
problem. The laetors are the continuing in­ 
crease in population, the gain in real in­ 
come per person, the increase of leisuie 
tim e and the increasing mobility of all 
Americans. 


Sales of such things as boats, outbiiard 
motors, trailers and recreational equipment 
have sk yrock eted in recent years. Along 
with this, local facilities m the way of 
park s and recreational attractions h a v e 
doubled and tripled in the period from 19 25 
to 19 55. For the national park s, acreage 
between 19 40 and 19 56 has risen by a third, 
from 10.2 million acres to 13.1 million Mean­ 
time, visits have nearly tripled from 7.3 
million to 20 million. 


The important thing so lar as Luuolii us 
eoii> erned is that it has been a definite 
part of the growing demand for recreation­ 
al attractions On the other hand, hardly a 
foot of ground has been added to the city’s 
park systems, its golf facilities have not in­ 
creased. its park equipment or facilities 
have increa.scd only .slightly and its fishing 
and boating opi>ortunities have virtually 
stood still. 
Much the sam e thing Is true on the state 
level. The situation leaves little doubt that 
our city and state have a challenge to 
m eet in satisfying the dem ands of its peo- 
ple.

He was graduated with

He rose to high 
place in the church and held 
a num ber of im ­ 
portant offices. He served as prebendary of 
St P aul’s, as professor of ex egesis of the New' 
Testam ent in King’s College, as dean of 
Wells, and as a m em ber of the Old Testam ent 
Company for the Revision of the Authorized 
Version of the Holy Scriptures.
